COLLISION ON THE NORTH LONDON 
RAILWAY. 
A fatal collision between three passenger trains of the 


sengers it appears that the 9.13 train from Finsbury- 
park to Broad-street started from the former 
station in good time, and proceeded at the usual 
pace through the tunnel leading to Canonbury station 
until coming to the end where the lines cross, and here 
a terrific shock was felt, caused, it is stated, through the 
train coming in collision with a Chalk Farm train. The 


he | Finsbury Park train was thrown completely off the line, 


some of the carriages being entirely crushed to atoms. 
With the collision there arose a simultaneous cry of 
pain and fright from several hundred voices. The lights 
all went out at the same time, and the tunnel being 
perfectly dark, the greatest consternation pre- 
vailed. Several persons jumped out immediately, but 
in most of the carriages the doors had been so jammed 
in that it was with the utmost difficulty that they could 
be forced open. Matches were struck and newspapers 
lighted, and a number of gentlemen formed themselves 
intoa bandof relief, and whilst engaged in assisting other 
passenger out of the fractured carriages, a third train was 
observed coming through the tunnel. The driver was 
shouted to, and lighted papers waved, in the hope that 
he might stop the train, but the warning came too late, 
and in another moment the third train ran violently on 
to the debris of the other two trains. Each train was 
full of passengers, chiefly gentlemen, on their 
way to business, and it is estimated that there 
could not have been less than 1,200 persons in 
the three trains, of whom it is feared that beyond the 
great numbers who have sustained injuries, some of 
which are of a most serious character, many have lost

HUNTING AT THE ALEXANDRA 
PALACE. 

On Monday, at the Edmonton Petty Se:sions, Mr. 
Morton Smith, barrister, made an applicat on on 
behalf of the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, with reference to an occurrence at 
the Alex dra Palace on the 15th of November. He 
said he applied under the 2nd section of the Cruelty to 
Animals’ Act, in connection with somecraelt; committed 
on that day at the establishment he had named. He 
presumed their worships had seen advert sements in the 
public newspapers, and by other modes, announcing the 
hunting of animals at the Alexandra Palace, including 
what were designated fox hunts. He wished the magis- 
trates to understand that the Royal Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals always avoided inter- 
ference with legitimate sport, but his case was that the 
matter of which the Sorety now complained was not 
sport at all. It was a thing reduced down to the 
chasing cf a poor brute in a confined space, where 
neither vigilance nor ekill on the part of the animal told 
to ita advantage, the exhibition being simply kept 
up for the amusement of people who paid their 
shillings for admission. It was scarce’y necessary for 
him to say that such affairs must be stop 
plaints having heen eto the Society of what was 
going on at the Palace in reference to the so-called fox 
hunting, an oflicer went chere on the 15th of November 
and witnessed what was now described ns an “ experi- 
ment.” The chie’ feature was a tame staz, which had 
been in the possession of the Palace Company for about 
three months. The animal was let out for the purpose 
of being hunted by a pack of hounds, the hunting party 
comprising three gentlemen ani one lady. The 

or animal bad no chance whatever of escape. 

The dogs soon reached it, nnd seized it by the 
haunches, pulled it down, and proceeded to do it 
— serious injury. Fortunately the huntsmen rode up, 
and the dogs were whipped off. en it was seen that 
the animal was sulle nu considerable pain, and amongst 
other injuries » wound as deep a? n man’s finger was 
diacovered. The animal, hazing been rescued from the 
hounds was tied to some railings in tho ground and loft 
there. Remonstrances were m: to Messrs. Jones and 
Barber, the lessees of the Palace, who at once admitted 
that whet had taken place was an act of cruelty, and 
promised that the, thing should not occur ngain. Still, 
the Royal Society felt bound to take the matter np. 
Thero had been very strong comments upon it in various 
directions, and ihe Society considered that they should 
neglecting their duty to the public if they did not 
bring the affair to the notice of the justices. ‘The follow- 
ing letter, however, had been received from the lessees 
oi the Palace :—'' Alexandra Palace, London, N., Nov. 
16,1851. Sir,—In reference to cur. Mr. Barber’s call on 
you to-day we beg to reiterate that the stag hunt the 
other d: y was simply an experiment, and that believing, 
wth you, that it will be impossible to entry it out with- 
out doing ervelty that we should be the last to wish to 
niiet. we hav: Arrang d to give ep all idea of any hunt- 
ing other than drag hort ng.—Yours faithfully, Jowrs 
and Barnre.”—My. ALbiss: What is meant by “drag” 
hunting? Mr. Smith: Laying a scent for dogs to follow, 
nonnimal being actually hunted.

FRENCH CROWN JEWELS. 


The Ministrycf Finance was visited on Wednesday by 
the Parliamentary Committee entrusted with the exami- 
nation of the bill relative to the sale of the Crown jewela, 
The committee was received by M. Antonin Proust and 
by MM. Bapet, the jewellers, who gave it all the neces- 
sary information. It appears that during the Restora- 
tion the Crown jewels were deposited with the Bapsts. 
Under Louis Phi ippe they were ept in the Garde Meuble, 
and during the Empire M. ‘Thierry had them safely 
locked up in a strong box. They are now in chests in 
a cellar at the Ministry of Finance, and it is in this sub- 
terranean chamber that they were laid out on Wednesday, 
The ornaments that pessess a historic or an artistic 
value had been separated from the rest. They include a 
collection of decorations sent to the sovereigns of France 
by foreign monarchs, and are valued at £3,000 sterling ;

Quatorze, and worth Lia: a brooch of diamonds, of 
antique ent, valued at about £3,000; and a sword, the 
bilt of which, mounted in 1824, is a fine specimen of 
chaste French workmanship. . Bapst advised the 
committee to retain all these articles, as they were 
really worth far more than their money value. 
There is. consequeutly, every reason to believe that 
they will eventually find their "y to the Apollo 
Gallery at the Louvre. As for the “Regent,” a 
diamond unique in the world on account of its size, 
the jewellers also o; its sale. It was formerly 
valued as high as half a million sterling, but there is 
always a risk that it might not fetch more than -£25,000, 
and its acquisition by some enterprising showman would 
be scarcely credi to this country. Such were the 
arguments used by MM.
